OT so many weeks ago the sporting world pi a 
tribute to the versatility of Mary K. Browne 
of Santa Monica, Cal., who, after reaching 

the semi-final round of the women’s national tennis 
championship and giving Miss Helen Wills her stiff- 
est battle in the tournament, entered the women’s 
national golf championship for the first time and, 
by a continuous succession of surprising victories, 
reached the penultimate round again. The sporting 
records reveal no parallel to this feat of the woman 
who was the national tennis champion in 1912, 1915 
and 1914. 

But something approximating this achicvement is 
being accomplished almost daily by William F. 
Hoppe, the world’s champion at 18.2 balk-line bil- 
liards. For several years now the end of the long 




















reign of the “Boy Wonder’’ has been foreseen. But 
not only is he still the champion, after an almost 
uninterrupted reign since 1912, but eighteen years 
after he first competed for the world’s title he is 
making his début seriously as a three-cushion player, 
and in a series of matches with some of the leading 
three-cushion players in the country has come off 
best every time. 

So convincing has been the ability of Hoppe at a

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this game that he is regarded as a serious contender 
for the three-cushion crown also, and a match is in 
prospect between him and Robert L. Cannefax, the 
present holder of the title. While Hoppe would have 
to play through a regular National Championship 
Three Cushion League tournament in order to be 
eligible to win the title, a strong showing against 
Cannefax would undoubtedly lead him to play 
through the tournament next season, with a fairly 
good chance of becoming the possessor of a third 
title, for he also holds the world's 18.1 balk-line 
championship. 

.No matter how good a three-cushion player Hoppe 


~ 
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may develop into, he will probably never achieve 
anything like the fame at the game that he has at 
18.2, of which he is the recognized master. During 
the period from March 27, 1908, when he won the 
balk-line championship from George B. Sutton, until 
November, 1921, when he was defeated by Young 
Jake Schaefer in the final game of the tournament, 
Hoppe was beaten just once at 18.2. This defeat 
was sustained at the hands of Koji Yamada, the 
famous Japanese star, in the 1912 tournament.

After losing to Schaefer in 1 challenge lateh ou 
March, 1922, Hoppe regaincd his title in the 1922 
tournament in New York and sucessfully defended 
it in challenge matches and in the 1923 tournament. 

The tournament that ordinarily would be held this 
year has been postponed until February or March, 
1925. The field that will compete for the title 
promises to be much the same as last year’s, in- 
cluding Edouard Horemans, the Belgian champion; 
Erich Hagenlacher, champion of Germany; Welker 
Cochran of California, Young Jake Schaefer and 
Willie Hoppe. One new player will very likely be a 
contender. In place of Roger Conti, France this 
year will send either Edmond Derbier, the present 
professional champion of the country, or Felix 
Grange. 

Meanwhile the interest in 18.2 will be sustained by 
the special matches to be played between Hoppe and 
Schaefer and challenge matches for the junior 18.2 
crown. Hoppe and Schaefer will engage in two 
matches at 3,200 points each, to be played in blocks 
of 400 points. The first match will be played at 
Ios Angeles, beginning Nov. 25, and the second will 
be contested at San Francisco Dec. 2 and days 
following. 

A challenge match between Albert Cutler, the 
present holder of the junior 18.2 title, and David 
McAnless of Chicago and another between the win- 
ner of that match and Tadao Suganuma, the Japan- 
ese player, who won the first junior tournament, 
only to lose his crown to Cutler, are in prospect also. 

The campaign of Hoppe in three cushions has 
awakened greater interest in the game than has been 
manifested for many seasons. In and around New 
York City there are more three-cushion matches and 
tournaments being played than perhaps any other 
kind of billiards, and the competition in the National 
Championship League is unusually keen. Cannefax 
faces the finest field that ever started in the tourna- 
ment in defending his title. Arrayed against him 
are Tiff Denton of Kansas City, from whom Canne- 
fax took the title; Gus Coupulos of Detroit, Pierre 
Maupome and Augie Kieckhefer of Chicago, Johnny 
Layton of St. Louis, Otto Reiselt of Philadelphia 
and E. W. Lookabough of Boston. As Hoppe has 
defeated several- of these in special matches, the 
showing of Cannefax against them will be of more 
than ordinary interest. 

Ralph Greenleaf, with Hoppe and Cannefax, rounds 
out the “Big Three’’ of billiards. As holder of the 
pocket billiard championship he faces the same grade 
of opposition in the national tournament that Canne- 
fax must contend with. Frank Taberski, former 
champion and one of the greatest pocket billiard 
players ever developed in thix couniry, is represent 
ing New York in the league for the first time. He 
is looked upon as one of the most dangerous con- 
tenders for the title, while other worthy opponents 
are Charles Harmon of New York, Benny Allen of 
Kansas City, Erwin Rudolph of Chicago, Arthur 
Woods of Syracus:. Andrew St. Jein of Minneapolis 
and Pasquale Nuatalie of Baltimor

NE of the outstanding features of the 
art season in New York is the Retro- 
spective Exhibition now in progress at 

the John Levy Galleries of pictures and 
sketches by the late Ridgway Knight, who 
at the time of his death in March of this 
year was generally recognized as the dean 
of American painters. The collection com- 
prises about seventy-five examples of his 
work, all of a high order of merit. 

Mr. Knight, born in 1839 of an old Penn- 
sylvania family, studied at the Philadelphia 
Academy of Fine Arts and went to Paris 
early in the sixties. There he entered the 
Ecole des Beaux-Arts, where he soon gave 
promise of his future eminence. He re- 
turned to America to take part in the Civil 
War, and, after his marriage in 1871, went 
to Paris for his honeymoon and remained 
there, only once returning to America in 
1877. 


= 

Residing first at the old Chateau de 
Poissy, Mr. Knight in 1909 removed to 
Rolleboise, a quaint little village on the 
Seine, a few miles west of Mantes. There 
in the open air studio of his romantically 
located home he painted many of the works 
that have served to make his fame enduring 
and secure. 

Mr. Knight ranked after James McNeill 
Whistler among pioneers in bringing French 
influence to bear on American art. One of 
his most celebrated paintings, ‘‘Bas de 
Laine,’’ which was exhibited on both hemi- 
spheres, now hangs in the cabinet of the 
French Ministry of Finances, to which it 
was loaned by its owner, the Luxembourg 
Museum. 

The paintings have been brought to this 
country by his son, Mr. Aston Knight, him- 
self an artist of international reputation, 
whose own works will be shortly placed on 
view in New York

vreat thoroughfare were firmly fixed as the perma- 
nent abiding place of the financial and social leaders 
of the metropolis. There were, to be sure, clubs, 
restaurants and hotels at strategic points—Delmon- 
ico’s, the Fifth Avenue Hotel and others—but these 
in character and clientele were thoroughly in keeping 
with the dignity of the avenue. 

But the demands of trade were inexorable, and 
gradually the commercial enterprise that was ever 
the controlling genius of Manhattan Island since it 
was bought by a shrewd trader for $24 took firm 
hold of nearly the whole of the avenue below Fifty- 
ninth Street. Today the street is lined with business 
houses. But the palatial quality remains. The 
aristocracy of society has simply been displaced by 
an aristocracy of trade still more potent, and the 
great retail stores display more treasures of wealth 
and Juxury to delight the eye and tempt the purse 
than can be found in an equal area anywhere else in 
the world.
